With the modern view 
of death as either bringing oblivion or a renewal of life not 
worse, but possibly better than this, all sorts and conditions 
of men resort to*suicide without making any stand against 
the evils that beset them. The results, to the living, are de- 
plorable. Cowper's advice should be heeded. The tendency 
to give way to despair is hurtful to the race, It is cowardly, 
| to say the Yeast. And it is foolish ‘because, as Cowper says, 
if we will but hold out for a while, the outleok will brighten. 

Cowper himself was a remarkable example of a man being 
true to his own principles. Bor years at a time he was a vic- 
tim of ineanity. But each time he recovered, resumed his 
work as @ poet, cheerfully and hopefully. He did not give way 
to despair, but wrote verses which, even now, afford help and 
comfort to those who read them. 

Advice from such a man is of inestimable value. The story 
of his life should be known to all. Many of those who feel 
impelled to give way to despair will find that their troubles 
are as nothing to those endured by this gentle but firm-souled 
poet.

TRICK STAMPS 


_— 


Were Marked When Furn- 
ished to Miss Cahn. 


“2, 11, J. S.” WAS THEIR MARK 


WITNESS IDENTIFIED SOME IM- 
PORTANT PIECES OF EVIDENCE. 


Miss Cahn Sat Through Second Day’s 
Trial Without More Appearance of 
Concern Than the Idle Spec- 
tators Wore. 


Postoffice Inspector J. W. Reid resumed 
his place on the witness stand at the 
opening of the second day of the trial of 
Miss Birdie Cahn. 

Mr. Reid's testimony consisted largely 
of identifications of pieces of mail se- 
lected from a sack full of abusive letters. 
Reid examined each letter handed to him 
and told all he knew about the time and 
place of matiing, and the receipt. 

None of the spectators seemed to be less 
concerned about the evidence than Miss 
Cahn. 

Ben Barnum, whose name figures in the 
proceedings as well as Samuel Gershon, the 
defendant's brother-in-law, occupied chairs 


near her. 
Reid's testimony touched on the letter 


box at Vandeventer avenue and West Pine 
boulevard. He said Miss Cahn had made 3 
engagements in April to’mall letters at this 
box but had kept only 10 of them. After 
one of Miss Cahn’'s trips to the box, he 
said, a scurrilous letter was found ad- 
dressed to ‘Reid, Scott or Curry, or what- 
ever your name is, care of Inspector Dice.’ 
Witness thought he was the person meant 
by the address. 

He said that the marks on the “trick” 
stamps furnished Miss Cahn and after- 
wards found on the objectionable letters 
in the Vandeventer avenue box were “ 
11, S."" They represented the date and 
initials of Postoffice Inspector Sullivan. 

While Reid was in the witness chair, 
District Attorney Rozier handed to the 
jury some of the envelopes in which the 
letters at “issue were folded. 

None of the letters has beén seen by the 


jury. 

To facilitate the pyagrens of the case, 
the attorneys for the defense agreed to the 
introduction of the letters for the purpose 
of identifying them. In return, they were 
granted by the court permission to move 
that they be stricken out later. 

Judge Krum objected to the introduc- 
tion of a piece of cardboard which forms 
one of the documents tn evidence against 
Miss Cahn.

INSIST UPON A STRAIGHT NINE-

A meeting of the St. Louis Metal Trades 
Association, growing out of the demand 
for a nine-hour workday by representa- 
tives of several unions, was held Satur- 
day afternoon.

avenue, Friday night. Many new members 
were initiated into the union. 

Nearly all the employers of metal work- 
ers in the city were on a committee rep- 
resenting the St. Louis Metal Trades As- 
sociation, which conferred with the unton 
men Frida y afternoon, the conference 
lasting until 6 o'clock. 

The employers agsert that an agreement 
made in New York last summer between 
representatives of the national bodies of 
the employers and the affiliated unions tis 
still in force, and they interpret it to mean 
that a week of 54 working hours is satis- 
factory. This is opposed by the unions, 
these bodies nolding out for a straight 
work day of only nine hours.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Approximately 
70 per cent, vor 106,000 of the International 
Machinists will strike Monday, the remain- 
ing 45,000 being employed in shops where 
the demand fcr nine hours and 12% per 
cent increase in wages has been granted. 
The 60,000 members of the allied trades 
dependent upen these machinists for tools 
will render assistance, stopping work if 
necessary.

WOMEN’S BAPTIST MISSIONS. 


Interesting Reports at the Meeting 
Held in New York City. 

NEW YORK, May 18.—At the meeting of 
the Woman's National Baptist Home Mis-- 
sion Society, held in this city, delegates were 
présent from various localities. Mrs. Will- 
iam M. Isaacs, president of the New York 
City Branch, presided at the morning ses- 
sion, and Mrs. William 8. Taylor, vice- 
president Of the State Society and president 
of the Brooklyn Branch, presided at the af- 
ternoon session. Mrs. J. N. Crouse of Chi- 
cago, president of the national organization, 
in a reminiscent address, stated that there 
are at present 159 missionaries in 3% states 
and territories supported by the society; 
these are employed among Europeans, Asi- 
atics, Indians, Jews and negroes. The lat- 
est station to be opened is in Cuba, where 
there are three teachers, one of whom is 
supported by the young wegen of the Bap- 


tist Church. 

The “baby band’ with its 4817 enrolled 
members, pays the expenses of a kindergar- 
ten among the Chinese of San Francisco, 


and one in Mexico. There are 2807 auxilia- 
ries. During the 24 years of existence of 
the national society $1,064,108 has been 
raised, $69,976 of the amount being last 
year's income. 

A conference on home missions was a fea- 
ture. An address on the “Baptist Training 
School of Chicago’’ was made by Mrs. C. 
D. Morris, house mother of the institution. 
Mrs. E. H. Ehlers of Shaw University, who 
has spent many years among the colored 
proms of the South, spoke on “Negro 

omes.”’ 

The society angperte a training school 
for workers. in icago, in Dallas, Tex., 
and a training department in Shaw Univer- 
sity.
